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MARKET  REVIEW 

Sugar  deliveries  for  United  States  consumption,  January  1  through 
August  9,  1958,  totaled  5,235,000  tons,  which  was  2,000  tons  be- 
low deliveries  in  the  comparable  period  last  year,  and  23,000  tons 
less  than  in  1956.    If  constructive  deliveries  from  the  previous  year 
are  added  to  these  reported  calendar  year  deliveries,  the  physical 
deliveries  during  1958  would  be  5,325,000  tons,  as  compared  to 
5,259,000  tons  for  1957,  and  5,258,000  tons  during  1956. 

Deliveries  by  Atlantic  and  Gulf  refiners  through  August  9  were  up 
110,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier.    Most  of  the  increase  appears  to 
have  been  made  by  Gulf  refiners,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  limited 
availability  of  cane  sugar  from  the  West  Coast.    More  detail  on  the 
latter  situation  is  given  below  in  an  analysis  for  the  first  six  months 
of  1958. 

The  supply  and  market  situation  in  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  areas  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year  will  be  dependent  to  an  unusual  degree 
upon  the  volvime  and  nature  of  marketings  from  the  ma.inland  cane 
area  and  Hawaii.    As  shown  in  the  table  below,  August  1st  stocks  of 
Gixlf  and  East  Coast  refiners  and  prospective  supplies,  with  current 
quotas,  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  from  all  off-shore  areas,  ex- 
cept Hawaii,  show  a  combined  decrease  of  196,000  tons.    Last  year 
Hawaii  and  the  mainland  cane  area  supplied  Gulf  and  East  Coast  re- 
finers with  a  total  of  385,000  tons.    For  these  refiners  to  have  equal 
total  supplies  for  the  remainder  of  1958,  therefore,  would  require 
Hawaii  and  the  mainlsmd  cane  area  to  supply  a  total  of  581,000  tons 
after  August  1,  1958.    As  a  result  of  last  year's  freeze  in  the  main- 
land cane  area,  charges  so  far  made  against  the  1958  mainland  cane 
area  quota  are  comparatively  low  and  it  is  expected  that  the  volume 
of  new  crop  mainland  cane  raw  sugar  available  to  refiners  will  be 
133,000  tons  larger  this  year  than  last.    Naturally,  the  mainland 
raws  will  be  available  only  to  the  Gulf  and  South  Atlantic  refineries, 
starting  around  the  middle  of  October.    Supplies  for  North  Atlantic 
refiners  will  be  correspondingly  dependent  upon  receipts  from 
Hawaii, 

In.  order  for  beet  sugar  processors  to  fill  their  current  quota  it  will 
be  necessary  for  them  to  deliver  at  the  rate  of  50  thousand  tons  a 
week  from  August  10  through  the  balance  of  the  year.    During  the  like 
period  latst  year  deliveries  averaged  45  thousand  tons  a  week  and  in- 
cluded 84  thousand  tons  as  constructive  deliveries.    Supplies  avail- 
able for  delivery  before  October,  when  new  crop  beet  sugar  becomes 
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available,  are  large  enough  to  permit  marketings  at  the  rate  of  55 
thousand  tons  a  week,  or  10  thousand  tons  more  than  the  rate  at- 
tained last  year.

On  August  21  Sucrest  announced  a  price  reduction  to  9.20  cents  per 
pound.    The  spot  price  of  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New  York  has  av- 
eraged 6.23  cents  per  pound  from  August  1  through  August  15.  This 
year's  average  price  through  August  15,  is  6.20  cents  or  .09  cent 
below  that  of  1957.    The  wholesale  price  of  refined  sugar  at  New 
York  through  August  15,  1958  averaged  9.23  cents  or  .09  cent  above 
that  of  1957. 

As  of  July  15,  1958  Cuba  had  exported  approximately  66  percent  of 
her  total  world  free  market  and  United  States  quotas.    Last  year  at 
the  same  time  the  combined  percentage  was  about  the  same  but  only 
49  percent  of  the  total  had  been  exported  to  the  United  States.  In 
1958,  as  in  1955  and  1956,  approximately  56  percent  of  exports 
through  Jvdy  15  were  to  the  United  States.    During  these  three  years. 
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through  July  15,  Cuban  sugar  to  the  United  States  market  sold  at  an 
average  premium  of  1.75  cents  per  pound  over  sugar  to  the  world 
market  whereas  during  1957  world  sugar  prices  averaged  .75  cent 
higher  than  the  price  to  this  market. 

The  spot  price  for  world  sugar  averaged  3.  51  cents  per  pound  for  the 
year  through  August  15,  1958.    While  this  price  is  much  below  the 
5.82  cents  average  for  the  same  period  of  1957  it  is  .  19  cent  above 
the  price  during  1956,  .26  cent  above  that  of  1955  and  .22  cent  above 
the  1954  price  during  this  same  period. 

China  (Taiwan)  had  exported  65  percent  of  her  quota  by  June  30,  1958 
If  China's  95,000  ton  "Special  Reserve  Quota"  is  considered,  exporte 
through  June  30  amounted  to. 57  percent  of  the  combined  quota  and 
"Special  Reserve"  tonnage. 

On  the  basis  of  reported  imports  from  the  Dominican  Republic  throug! 
June  30  it  would  appear  that  country  has  marketed  44  percent  of  her 
United  States  and  world  quotas. 

January- June  1958  deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar 

During  the  past  few  years,  the  relative  volumes  of  cane  eind  beet  sug- 
ar deliveries  and  the  areas  into  which  they  have  moved  have  been 
acutely  influenced  by  quota  deficits,  strikes  and  concerted  sales 
cajoipa-'qns  by  various  segments  of  the  industry.    The  most  recent  of 
these  "acute"  factors  was  the  Hawaiian  strike  which  ended  on  June  6, 
1958.    Data  on  deliveries  by  states  are  now  available  for  the  first 
half  of  1958  to  provide  a  basis  for  analyzing  the  patterns  of  deliveries 
in  that  period  in  relation  to  comparable  periods. 

Deliveries  by  states  during  the  first  half  of  1956,  1957  aind  1958  are 
shown  in  Table  1  on  a  "physical  delivery"  basis,  compiled  to  include 
quantities  reported  as  constructive  deliveries  during  each  preceding 
year.    Beet  sugar  deliveries  during  the  first  half  of  1956,  the  initial 
data  in  the  table,  were  about  2,  500  thousand  cwt.  below  those  for 
1954  and  1955.    Deliveries  to  Illinois  alone  accounted  for  half  of  the 
decline.    An  increase  in  cajie  sugar  deliveries  to  North  Central  State 
more  than  offset  the  lower  rate  of  beet  sugar  deliveries  to  the  same 
states.    During  1957  and  1958,  the  first  heilf  year  beet  sugar  deliver- 
ies to  most  North  Central  states  were  more  like  those  of  the  two 
years  preceding  1956. 

The  effect  of  the  Hawaiian  strike  is  apparent  in  the  increased  deliver 
ies  of  beet  sugar  in  only  California  and  Illinois.    Its  effect,  if  any, 
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on  the  volume  of  beet  and  cane  sugar  deliveries  to  other  states  is 
not  clear.    Most  other  states  having  large  changes  in  beet  sugar  de- 
liveries are  not  directly  dependent  on  Hawaii  for  cane  sugar. 

The  increase  in  beet  deliveries  from  the  1957  level,  other  than  in 
California,  is  highly  concentrated  in  Illinois  and  the  5  states  immed- 
iately to  the  east  and  north.    The  beet  increases  in  this  area  were 
accompanied  by  comparable  decreases  in  cane  deliveries.  The 
movement  of  beet  sugar  into  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  may  be 
especially  significant  if  continued.    A  similar,  though  somewhat 
smaller  movement  occurred  in  early  1954.    The  other  more  notable 
changes  are  the  increases  in  cane  deliveries  to  Alabama,  Kentucky 
and  Florida  and  the  increase  in  both  cane  and  beet  deliveries  in  Texas. 

The  changes  which  occurred  both  1956-58  and  1957-58  are  highlighted 
for  the  dozen  states  most  significantly  affected  as  follows:

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Some  states  not  highlighted  eimong  the  12  shown  separately  above 
had  1957  to  1958  changes  that  look  big  but  lose  their  interest  when 
the  changes  are  viewed  in  two-year  perspective.    Missouri,  with  a 
4,000  cwt.  increase  in  beet  deliveries  and  169,000  cwt.  increase 
for  cane  from  1957  to  1958,  but  with  two  year  increases  of  only 
34,000  and  30,000  cwt.  ,  respectively,  is  the  principal  case  of  this 
sort. 

Although  the  special  groupings  above  highlight  the  changes  to  better 
advantage.  Table  1  reveals  some  sizable  changes  for  the  regions 
usually  used  in  siimmarizing  the  data.    Beet  sugar  deliveries  in 
1958  were  higher  than  those  of  1957  in  all  regions  with  cane  sugar 
deliveries  higher  only  in  the  South  and,  slightly,  in  the  New  England 
state  s . 

Viewed  over-all,  physical  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  in  the  first  half 
of  1958  were  up  1,917  thousand  cwt.  from  those  of  1957,  the  second 
successive  increase  of  about  that  size.    While  cane  sugar  deliveries 
were  down  685  thousand  cwt.  from  those  of  1957,  such  deliveries, 
in  the  first  half  of  1958  were  1 , 224  thousand  cwt.  higher  than  in  the 
like  period  in  1956.    Furthermore,  excluding  the  single  state  of 
California,  most  directly  affected  by  the  Hawaiian  strike,  cane 
sugar  deliveries  were  about  52,000  cwt.  higher  in  the  1st  half  of 
1958  than  in  the  1957  period.    During  this  period,  half  of  the  Gulf 
refineries  increased  their  deliveries  from  1957  while  the  others  show 
decreases  despite  a  substantial  increase  in  total  for  the  group.  Well 
over  half  of  the  total  increase  in  deliveries  from  this  area  appear  to 
be  directly  identified  with  the  Hawaiian  strike.    The  balance  of  the 
increase  aggregating  almost  800  thousand  cwt.  ,  went  to  other  South- 
ern states  and  Missouri.    In  contrast  to  the  Gulf  experience,  Atleintic 
Coast  refineries  delivered  less  sugar  during  January- June  in  1958 
than  in  1957  by  about  350,000  thousand  cwt. 

RECENT  TRENDS  IN  CORN  SWEETENER  SALES 

Deliveries  of  dextrose  and  corn  sirup,  (dry  basis)  during  the  first 
6  months  of  1958,  totaled  more  than  10  million  cwt.    The  increase 
over  the  similar  period  in  1957  is  more  than  one  million  cwt.  ,  or 
about  12  percent.    This  is  by  far  the  greatest  increase  between  any 
2  "first  half"  periods  since  the  war  -  more  than  3  times  as  large 
as  the  next  largest  such  increase  since  1951.    Deliveries  in  the 
last  half  of  1957  set  a  post-war  record  for  that  period,  too,  although 
the  last  half-year  data  show  much  more  of  an  increasing  trend  be- 
tween 1951  and  1956.    Together,  these  two  half-years  show 
deliveries  of  corn  sweeteners  for  the  year  ended  June  30  more

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than  6  percent  higher  than  the  previous  year  and  11  percent  above 
the  plateau  that  prevedled  from  1952  through  1955. 

These  marked  increases  occur  just  as  sugar  refineries  are  beginning 
to  offer  their  customers  blends  of  liquid  sugar  and  corn  sirup  and  as 
reports  begin  to  be  heard  about  the  use  of  tailor-made  blends  to  im- 
prove the  product  and  lower  the  cost  in  some  food  processing  oper- 
ations.   Thus  it  may  be  timely  to  pr'esent  comparable  data  of  the  past 
several  years,  with  a  few  observations.    These  data  are  shown  in 
figure  1  and  tables  2  to  7. 

For  the  six  year  period  ended  June  30,  1957,  corn  sweetener  sales 
increased  at  an  average  rate  slower  than  that  of  population --( 1 . 1 
percent  for  corn  sweeteners,  1.8  percent  for  population).  This 
contrasts  with  the  6  percent  increase  in  corn  sweeteners  sales  in  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1958.    On  a  per  capita  basis,  corn  sweetener 
sales  during  the  year  ended  Jime  30,  1958  were  12.1  pounds,  about 
the  same  as  during  the  fiscal  years  1950  and  1952.    During  the  five 
years  ended  Jvine  30,  1957  per  capita  sales  averaged  only  11.7  pounds. 

Changes  in  the  relationship  of  corn  sweetener  sales  to  sugar  deliver- 
ies are  of  interest.    In  table  2  these  relationships  are  shown  for  years 
ended  June  30.    The  extremes  of  the  changes  in  the  corn  sweetener 
percentage  are  partly  due  to  a  different  pattern  of  change  in  annual 
sugar  deliveries .    The  effect  is  minimized  when  the  data  are  compared 
as  three  year  moving  averages,  shown  in  table  3.    Corn  sweeteners 
made  up  1 1 .  5  to  11.6  percent  of  total  sweetener  deliveries  during  the 
three-year  periods  centered  around  the  fiscal  years  1951,  1952,  and 
1953,    During  the  three-year  periods  centered  around  the  fiscal  years 
1954  through  1957,  corn  sweeteners  made  up  only  11.1  to  11.3  percent 
of  total  sweetener  deliveries.    During  the  year  ended  Jtme  30,  1958 
they  rose  to  11.6  percent,  a  point  as  high  as  any  three  year  average 
and  the  highest  annual  percentage  in  the  1950-1958  series  except  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1952, 

To  some  extent,  the  changes  in  the  proportion  of  corn  sweetener  sales 
may  be  associated  with  relative  prices.    During  the  fiscal  years  1954 
through  1957  corn  sweetener  deliveries  (table  2),  and  corn  sirup  prices 
in  terms  of  the  refined  Ccine  sugar  prices  (table  4)  varied  within  narrow 
ranges.    During  the  fiscal  year  1958,  the  relative  corn  sirup  price  was 
the  second  lowest  and  corn  sweetener  deliveries  were  second  highest 
in  terms  of  all  sweetener  deliveries  for  the  nine  year  period.  Rel- 
atively low  corn  sirup  prices  and  relatively  high  corn  sweetener  sales 
occurred  during  the  fiscal  year  1950.    In  1952  and  1953,  however.

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corn  sweetener  deliveries  were  relatively  high  despite  high  relative 
prices.    The  price  of  dextrose,  more  closely  followed  that  of  sugar. 

Types  of  products,  plant  facilities,  and  locations  have  an  important 
influence  on  the  kinds  of  sweeteners  used.    Although  sirup  is  the 
more  important  corn  sweetener,  data  on  its  sales  by  types  of  buyers 
are  available  on  a  comparable  basis  only  through  1955.    In  1955,  81 
percent  of  the  total  corn  sirup  sales  was  made  to  three  types  of  users 
46  percent  to  confectionery  and  cdlied  products  manufacturers,  22 
percent  to  producers  of  multiple  and  miscellaneous  sugar  containing 
foods,  and  13  percent  to  manufacturers  of  canned,  bottled  eind  frozen 
foods.    The  volume  of  corn  sirup  from  1949  to  1953  average  about  30 
percent,  and  36  percent  of  all  sweeteners  used  by  the  first  and  sec- 
ond groups,  respectively,  but  tended  to  decrease,  and  about  7  percent 
of  the  third  group,  with  a  tendency  to  increase  (see  Sugax  Reports,  , 
July  1954  for  1949-52  data).    These  three  groups  also  use  Isirge  and, 
until  1957,  increasing  quantities  of  liquid  sugar  requiring  storage  and 
handling  facilities  generally  similar  to  those  for  corn  sirup.    In  1957 
as  compared  with  1956  liquid  sugar  deliveries  to  the  confectionery 
and  canning  groups  decreased  by  an  amount  equal  to  53  percent  of 
the  12-month  increase  in  total  Sciles  of  corn  sirup  during  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1958.    These  were  the  first  aimual  decreases  in 
liquid  sugar  deliveries  to  these  two  groups  except  for  a  minute  de- 
cline to  the  confectionery  group  in  1954,  and  contrasts  with  increased 
liquid  sugar  delivery  to  other  industrial  groups  during  1957.  However, 
confectioners  also  took  increased  quantities  of  graniilated  sugar  in 
1957.    Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar  to  the  multiple  and  miscellaneous 
foods  group  increased  in  1957,  but  the  preceding  year-to-year  changes 
were  erratic.    Detailed  type-of  buyer  data  for  the  first  half  of  1958 
will  be  available  soon. 

Dextrose  sales  are  about  half  the  size  of  corn  sirup  sales  and  repre- 
sent a  declining  percentage  both  of  corn  sweeteners  cind  total  sweet- 
eners, until  the  past  year,  when  a  marked  increase  occurred,  par- 
ticularly in  the  first  half  of  1958.    The  longer-run  decrease  was 
largely  in  sales  to  the  canning  and  allied  group  in  the  West  (tables  5 
and  6).    However,  the  recent  increase  appears  to  have  been  more 
general.
